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FREEDOM OF PRESS COMMITTEE SUSPENDS ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF 
Ú NO OATIS AT REQUEST OF MRS. OARS. ARA A 


All efforts of the Overseas Press Club to help secure the release of imprisoned AP corres- 
pondent William N. Oatis were suspended this week in accordance with the wishes of Mrs. Oatis 
and in view of a report submitted by two Minneapolis OPC Members. The action was taken at a 
Board of Governors meeting January 22 following a recommendation by BRUNO SHAW, Chairman of the 
Freedom of Press and Information Committee. 

Curtailing of the Club's activities on Oatis' behalf came as result of a request that Mrs. 
Oatis cooperate with the OPC in a project designed to expedite her husband's release. SHAW 
asked CARROLL BINDER and GIDEON SEYMOUR of the Minneapolis Star-Tribune to enlist Mrs. Oatis' 
participation in person. In a report to SHAW, BINDER wrote that Mrs. Oatis did not feel the 
Committee's future effort "holds sufficient promise of benefiting her husband to warrant under- 
taking it at this time". He also said Mrs. Oatis felt the move might hamper negotiations to 
secure Oatis' release. 

Mrs. Oatis also indicated, according to BINDER, that she has complete confidence in the 
intentions and methods of the State Department and deplored publicity implying that the State 
Department is not doing everything in its power to effect her husband's release. BINDER further 
said that he and SEYMOUR concurred in Mrs. Oatis' views. 

"Tt is obvious that we should not proceed further because of Mrs. Oatis' wishes" SHAW told 
the Board. "We have no alternative but to respect her decision in this matter.” 

The decision brought to an end months o f hard labor on the part of members of the Freedom 
of Press Committee, involving conferences with State Department Officials, correspondence with 
the White House and consultations with all interested parties in the case. The Board voted 
SHAW and his Committee a vote of thanks for their work on the project.

For OPCers, who've had their 
share of dirt and war, this will be an interesting book -- for the Jones twins succeed 

in capturing on film what Ernie Pyle depicted in his dispatches and what Bill Mauldin 
caught in his cartoons. 


STRANGE TANDS AND FRIENDLY PEOPIE by William 0. Douglas (Harper). In this volume the 
author traces the hard facts which the American people must face in their dealings 
with the Fast and Middle East. The book provides excellent background material. 


HITLER'S INTERPRETER by Dr. Paul Schmidt (MacMillan). A highly illuminating book in 
which Hitler's chief interpreter from 1935 to 1945 clarifies many events which corres- 
pondents could only speculate upon at the time.

THR NEW TURKS by Eleanor Bisbee (University of Pennsylvania Press). This is the story 
of the changing of an ancient civilization from a decadent empire into a modern repub- 
lic.

WAR FOR THE WORLD by Fletcher Pratt (Yale University Press). Here the well-known 
military analyst tells the story of the American armed forces in World War II, record- 
ing not only the campaigns and strategies in all theatres but the personalities of 
commanders of the morale of their men. 


OVER A BAMBOO FENCE by Margery Finn Brown (We Morrow % Co.). A lively, human book 
about Japanese and Americans in Japan. The authoress is an Army wife who went there 
and met the people as another human being ~- not as a member of the occupying forces. 


A FOREIGN POLICY FOR AMERICANS by Robert A. Taft (Doubleday). An up-to-the-minute 
statement of Senator Taft's views on foreign affairs. 


HISTORY OF RUSSIA by George Vernadsky (Yale University Press). This is the third 
edition of Professor Vernadsky's well-known work.
